L ewiston, September 12th.—M sjor Truax 
and party, who went out to examine the a)>- 
proaches to the Lo Lo I ’ass of the B itter 
Root mountains for railroad pur|xises, ar­ 
rived here from these mountains last night, 
highly elated with his success. 
H e reports 
th at the entrance hight of the sum m it at the 
pass is only 4,897 feet above the sea level, aud 
the route up the Lo Lo fork of the Clear­ 
water to within fifteen tidies of the sum m it 
as good, the maximum grade of no pednt ex­ 
ceeding 50 feet per mile, and the maximum 
grade of no poiut on the last fifteen miles ex­ 
ceeded 100 feet per mile, and he believed th at 
this can be reduced to 75 or SO ; from the 
Clearwater river to the summit of tlie pass it 
was but little over 700 feet. 
From the sum­ 
m it east to the B itter Root river was an easy 
grade. A nother party is out viewing another 
pass to the south of this, th at is deemed to 
he several hundred feet lower, called the 
“ Skakaso.” The examination of Truax has 
dispelled the theory of the N orthern 1’aoific 
surveyors, who asserted that no railroad pass 
existed s<uth of the Pen d'Oreiile. 
This w ill 
shorten the railroad line from Ainsworth east 
to the m outh of the B itter Root river, and lo 
Missoula, over 100 miles. 
It i< confidently 
expected th at the Northern Pacific Com­ 
pany, upon receiving the official report of 
this examination of Truax, will soon adopt 
this route and construct a road up the Clear­ 
water.

I t is now believed 
th a t Burton, tho 
A rizona stago-robber, is a plum oer in dis­ 
guise. 
The grape crop of this region of country, 
whch gave prom ise of beiDg more th an 
usually abundant, is being very seriously 
affected by m ildew , and there is danger 
th a t the crop w ill be alm ost an entire fail­ 
ure. 
Joseph Perrin considers th a t his crop 
¡s about ruined, and th e same is tru e iu 
regard to a num ber of other vineyards. 
1 he vineyard of Thom as Paine, east cf 
G rass 5 alley, on th e Colfax road, w as 
being affected in the same way, b u t he took 
th e precaution to burn sulphur under th e 
vines, and thereby checked th e progress 
of the blight, he using over 100 pounds of 
sulphur for th is purpose. 
M r. Paine a t­ 
trib u tes th e cause of m ildew to th e u n ­ 
usually cold nights w hich prevailed for 
several w eeks prior to the 3d instant, and 
th e intervening w arm days. 
H e says th a t 
he observed th a t the bunches of grapes 
resting upon th e ground w ere no t affected 
by mildew, th e w arm th of the ground, iu 
his opinion, protecting th em .— [Grass V al­ 
ley Union. 


As broom-corn is raised in S u tter county 
to a considerable extent, th e follow ing 
item in relation to th e probable future ex ­ 
tended use of th a t product m ay be of in­ 
terest to our farm ers : Broom -corn is likely 
at no d istant day to revolutionize th e 
breadstuff of th e w orld. 
A process has 
been discovered by which th e finest and 
m ost delicious flour can be m ade from th e 
seed to th e ex ten t of one-half its w eight, 
and leave th e o th er half a valuable food 
for m aking beef and m ilk. 
The average 
yield per acre is 300 bushels, and in m any 
instances 500 bushels, or 30,000 pounds, 
have been secured. 
N or does it exhaust 
the soil as Indian corn, from the fact th a t 
it feeds from th e deeper Boil and assim i­ 
lates its food from a cruder state. 
I t be­ 
longs to th e sam e genus as the sw eet cane, 
commonly know n as sorghum , w hich as an 
article of food ia growing rapidly iu public 
esteem, and from th e seed of w hich a 
m ost nutritious flour can bo obtained.—

Periodically the cry is raised about ro 
moving the State Capitol and the State 
Fair from Sacramento. 
W henaver it is 
intended to coerce the people of Stcra- 
inento for doing something somebody decs 
not like, or when: ver they aro 
bo pun 
iiheJ for alleged sins of oni:;i,i >n or of 
commission, there is a shaking of hcau3 
and croakin.-s of threatening that toe 
Capitol and the State Fair shall hr re­ 
moved. 
The last exhibition of childish­ 
ness of this character appeira in the San 
Francisco 
:inj Po-K of Saturday, which 
openly declares that the State Fair ought 
to be removed to San Francisco, which 
place it claim? to b : the geographic: I and 
commercial center of the whole coast. 
Now the Btateraent does not create the 
slightest alarm to the people of Sacramento, 
or of the coast. 
The State Fair will not 
be removed to San Francisco. 
.Many 
enterprising cities have established for 
themselves great annual festivals. 
Of this 
class St. I jiuís is the most conspicuous on 
the continent. 
The St. T.auis fair brings 
to that city annually from tevcnty-iivc 
to one hundred thousand visitors, and 
annually distributes in coin to ti e citizens 
of that 
city 
about 
£4,000,000. 
San 
Francisco has not proven herself capable 
of maintaining an annual festival of any 
magnitude. 
The Mechanics’ Fair ha? been 
declining in interest for the past three 
years, and this fact is not only not denied 
but openly discussed by the thoughtful 
and observant. 
The exhibition of the 
Mechanics’ Institute for 1$$1 has been 


p actically a failure. 
It was not an ex­ 
hibition of the order indicated—it was too 
largely of the soap and candle kind ; an 
exhibition of great pyramids of soap and 
huge mounds of candles. 
A few days ago 
the H orticultural Society set on foot an 
inquiry concerning the exhibit of fruit3 at 
th at fair, and it developed that the fruit­ 
growers were not responsible for it, but 
th at the whole exhibit had been picked up 
in the markets. 
This is a fair example of 
tho manner in which 
San 
Francisco, 
through that 
medium, encourages 
the 
people w ho produce. 
The art exhibition, 
too, was made up largely tf loans. 
Now, 
n loan exhibition is not an art exhibition 
in the true sense, for it is not an original 
exhibit of artists’ w oik—not in any sense 
an exhibition of tho art culture of the 
people. 
San Francisco attem pted to -es­ 
tablish an aucual authors' carnival, but 
after the tir.t t: c cifert failed. 
Thatcam - 
mum ty had tho fact forced upon its intel­ 
ligence that it has not je t the elenu nts 
that come of age and a settled state of 
society, and which are essential to the 
snccess of tuch scheme?. 
But concerning the State Fair, even in 
our own locality, and internally in the 
management of th at State institution, it is 
every now and then threatened that if this 
or that interest is not perm itted to control, 
the State Fair shall be removed from Sac­ 
ramento. 
No mistake of administration 
of tho institution is considered,\>ut that 
tt:Q parties criticised arise and declare that 
tho first thing this people w ill know the 
State Fair will be removed, as though that 
fear m ust be a constant cloak to the 
machination* of rings, ar.d a gag to ad 
remark upon the mistakes and blunders 
of administration. 
The real fact is, th at the complete di­ 
vorcement between the metropolis and the 
State will forever prevent a removal of the 
fair to 
San Francisco, wherever else it 
might go. 
San Francisco has never done 
anything for the State Fair. 
In ail the 
years of its struggling existence, San Fran­ 
cisco stood by and lent no helping hand to 
it. 
On more than one occasion the Me­ 
chanics' Fair at San Francisco has been ruu 
in open opposition to it, as though nothing 
outside of San Francisco was worthy of any 
consideration. 
Now, San Francisco asks for the State 
Fair simply because it wants to add tc 
itself another element of absorption. There 
is no other locality in the State that would 
be in favor of the removal but San Fran- 
oigco iteelr, and hence there is not the i 
slightest danger that it will go there. 


Oar local columns this morning tell an 
old story, one often repented in California. 
I t is wholly unpleasant and humiliating, 
and suggests either absence of or impo- 
teDcy in the law. 
It unquestionably reaf­ 
firms the charge th at the Chinese in our 
midst h d cur lav ? in open contempt, and 
maintaiu tsithta our social and govern­ 
mental system one o: their own, wholly 
independent and beyond th e present reach 
of ours—one that arrests, tries, jndgesand 
executes irrespective of the lex loci. 
A 
Chinaman who lias worked many years in 
one of the homes o£ the city, and has won 
confidence therein, marries a wife, ebe 
lleeing by night from the slavery of r, 
brothel, where she was held in a bondage 
far more degrading and polluting than Af­ 
rican slavery in it3 worst form. 
The 
couple claim to have been lovers in early 
youth ; lie th at as it may, in encourag­ 
ing matrimony the law considers neither 
romances nor the affections. 
The woman 
alleges 
th at 
she 
was 
sold 
out of 
freedom in China into slavery to her Sacra­ 
mento master. 
No sooner is her escape 
discovered than the wholo Chinese popu­ 
lation is in a ferment. 
The police force ¡3 
invoked to search for her, and enters upon 
the work hacked by a warrant for kidnap­ 
ing. 
Almost at tho marriage altar the 
couple is dragged from hiding, seized and 
hurried to jail, surrounded by a howling 
mob of Chinese, threatening the husband 
with certain death. 
The marriage certifi­ 
cate dissipates the kidnaping charge, but 
the parties plead to be kept in prison as a 
protection against their infuriated country­ 
men. 
Then comes a grand council of Chi­ 
nese ; head men of the secret rings, com­ 
panies and 
tribunals arrive from San 
Francisco ; close-door meeting» are held 
by midnight conclaves; business ¡3 almost 
suspended in Chinatown for days ; tho law 
is invoked, but writs of habeas corpus are 
refused the slave-holder, and lawyers de­ 
cline to aid the nefarious schemes of the 
slave-driver, who offers a heavy reward to 
whosoever will return the woman. 
Even 
some of the so-called christianized Chinese 
cm scarcely be brought to realiza th at the 
woman is not tho chattel of the slaver, 
and th at he has no absolute right to seize 
her. 
A complaint is filed charging the 
couple with incest, alleging th at they are 
brother and sister, but on call to trial the 
prosecutor fails to verify his charge. 
The 
friends of the husband are threatened and 
warned not to be seen in town ; the signif­ 
icant white posters (the Chinese skull and 
eros3-bones) appear on the dead walls, and 
a decree of death is pronounced against 
the husband. 
After many days, under 
the protection of 
several citizens, the 
couple are removed to the residence of the 
husband’s employer, where they now arc, 
trembling for their lives. 
Meanwhile the 
Chinese declare th at nothing can save the 
husband ; his death has been decreed, aud 
his execution is inevitable. 
Now, this is 
a mild statem ent of the case, but it 
is 
significant. 
There 
exists 
in 
our 
midst an unlawful conclave, the ex­ 
ecution 
of 
whose 
decrees 
our laws 
cannot stay. 
It3 
backbone 
needs to 
be broken, hut our officers and our laws 
seem to be unequal to the emergency. 
We have heretofore cited instances of the 
terrible power of Chinese tribunal?, and 
not long ago related how a witness in a 
Court proceeding here was cut down to 
his death pursuant to a decree warning 
him not to testify. 
The other night six 
Chinamen coolly shot to death a foreman 
or “ 1>03S,” aud, lleeing to Chinatown, are 
believed to be still there, safe from police 
interference, and protected by th at same 
influence th at maintains slavery, tries men 
for their lives aud executes the judgm ent of 
death.

The M ethodist Episcopal 
Conference 
yesterday unanimously adopted a reaolu- 
tion deprecating the present loose system 
of laws relating to divorce in California, 
and pledging its ministers not to perform 
the marriage ceremony for parties divorced 
for other than biblical cause, and then only 
for the innocent party. 
The Church is the 
judge of its own lines of policy, and its 
resolution is a m atter of its own concern. 
It is in a right direction and speaks plainly 
upon a subject receiving just now much 
attention. 
The Methodist Church has al­ 
ways been recognized as a pioneer in moral 
reform movements, and it is therefore 
somewhat surprising that, as this resolu- 
t on discloses, it has not had heretofore a 
settled policy o d the subject—at least uone 
that was binding upon this Conference. 
Other churches have long been in advance 
of it in this m atter, some going to the 
length ef refusing the offices of the church 
lor the marriage of those who have been 
parties to a decree of divorce, no m atter 
what the cause. 
B at as regards the ¡(res­ 
ent resolution, it is to be noted that the 
cause which this church exeepts from it3 
prohibition is the very one w hich is most 
generally employed to secure their ends 
by 
those 
who 
obtain 
decrees 
of 
divorce 
by 
fraud 
or 
collusion. 
It 
is 
the 
mo3t 
speedy 
method 
and 
the most readily proved ellense under 
our system by which to secure a divorce, 
and gives broader opportunity for collusion 
than any other can. 
The church, by its 
resolution, distinctly ignores causes lor di­ 
vorcement which, in the estimation of the 
law, are equally as justifiable as the one in 
question. 
It refuses its offices in marriage 
to the w ife whoso life the law has rescued 
from the brutality of her husband, and 
which we have come to regard as one of 
the most heinous offenses against the mar­ 
riage relation. 
It refuses to remarry the 
woman who has been released from the 
husband whose habituai intemperance was 
dragging wife and children down to the 
tilth of tho tinman sewer—a cause which is 
deemed by our law-makers every w hit as 
defensible for complaint and relief as the 
Biblical 
cause. 
It is not likely that 
society w ill ever come to regard wife-beat­ 
ing such au innocent pastime as to compel 
the wife to endure it, or th at it wili deem 
it less dangerous than adultery ; cn the 
contrary, the growth of the law has all 
bt cn in the direction of increased severity 
to the wife-heater an ! greater mercy for 
1 :s victim. 
When, therefore, a church 
declares in a sweeping resolution against 
all the cause# which are least liable to 
abuse in tho Courts, and the most difficult 
of proof, but excepts the canse which is 
most susceptible of proof and which is the 
me iium of most collusion to the very end 
the church condemns, it would seem to 
lack that discriminating and judicial wis­ 
dom which should characterize an organ­ 
ized body that is supposed to pass upon 
moral conditions and consider with Chris­ 
tian justice and mercy the deeds of men.

The Conference opc-ced yesterday at 9 A. 
5!., Bishop Harris presiding. 
The Conference proceeded to elect (by bal­ 
lot) as Triers of Appeals, H . C. li.-nsou, C. 
V. Anthony, W. R. Gober, R. Bentley, YV. 
Dennett, M. C. Briggs, J . II. Wythe. 
Norton Bush, artist, invited the Conference 
to visit his studio. Accepted. 
The Committee on Cemetery Lot reported 
the same ¡rat in order and kept in good con­ 
dition. 
Mr. Briggs offered a resolution inviting the 
laboring brethren in the I’oeky mountain re­ 
gion to unite with the Conference in support­ 
ing the Advocate.

Toe B9cial condition of the Chinese couple 
which were recently married in this city is 
j not of a class which would naturally b3 re­ 
garded as acceptable honeymoon surroundings 
box iy people generally in this country. Quite 
an account was given in tli2se columns of the 
mutter connected with the marriage at he 
time it occurred. The Chinaman, who had 
formrrly 1 esn between two and three years a 
favorite domestic in the family of L. o. lay- 
lor, of this city, and for the past two years 
occupying a similar position witn t„e fauiby 
oí \Y. E. Chambeilain, knew befóte leaving 
China the girl who had since been brought 
here, and either from former or new-made 
love sought to marry her. She was owned, 
however, aud held by the bonds of Chinese 
slavery by a man in Chinatown, who regarded 
h=r as his piece of property, together with 
others similarly owned and maintained by 
him for iilegai public purposes. To over­ 
come the obstacle of ownership, and having 
determined to marry each other, the young 
admirer and successful wooer repaired to her 
place of keeping in Chinatown at the quiet 
hour of ab >ut 2 o’clock in the morning and, 
accompanied by several Chinese friends, 
lifted the fair prize out of a rear window, 
placed her in a hack, and before her depart­ 
ure was noticed she was safely deposited iu a 
secluded portion of a wash-house near Twen­ 
tieth street, where sha remained for several 
days. As soon as she was missed from the 
haunt o vice in Chinatown from which she 
had 
tied, 
the 
cry 
that 
she 
had 
bee a 
kidna, e 1 
was 
raised, 
and 
a 
system of search and watching was instituted 
for the lost, which received the aid and co­ 
operation of a large portion of the denizens of 
lower 1 street. A reward of $250 was also 
oil■:rod by her “ own^r” for her capture and 
return. This led some of the police to some 
activity, upon the belief thas it was an^actual 
case of tli3 many kidnaps among the Chinese. 
She was not found, however, but remained at 
the wash-house secreted until the greater ex­ 
citement had passed, when Ah Sing, her ad­ 
mirer, went to 3Ir. Taylor as a _ confidential 
adviser and stated that he wished to get 
married, 
and 
related 
so much of his 
affairs r.s 
was 
necessary _ to 
procure 
friendly advise. 
He was advised to apply 
to a 
minister to unite 
them, if they 
had 
so 
concluded 
to 
do, aud 
there 
were no legal obstacles, ILv.^ Dr. Bentley 
upon being applied to by Ah Sing consulted 
with legal authority ia the premises, and a 
license granted by’ the clerk of this county 
having been procured by Ah Sing in due 
form, which being presented subsequently to 
Dr. Bentley by the parties whom it author­ 
ized to be j fined in the holy bonds of matri­ 
mony, and “ whose hearts b at as one,” they 
were" so made and declared by ministerial 
ceremony. 
As the newly married couple 
walked out upon the street and into the 
American sunshine, which looks upon no one 
as the slave or bondwoman of another, one of 
the watchers for the kidnaped piece of 
property espied her and at once sent a thrill 
of excitement through Chinatown by a re­ 
port ef that fact. Ah Sing and bride, as a 
matter of course, seeing the movements, 
took refuge in a Chinese establishment 
on Eighth street, where they were soon after 
arrested by the police upon complaint of her 
having been stolen or kidnaped. As they 
were taken to the police station nearly all of 
Chinatown followed and blocked up the lower 
end of I street, swearing vengeance upon Ah 
Sing, “ the woman stealer.” After they had 
been lodged in jail the crowd was dispersed 
by the police, but a bigh state of excitement 
prevailed. Soon after Dr. Bentley and Mr. 
Taylor appeared at the station, and the 
former showed the marriage license and cer­ 
tificate of marriage, which at once dispelled 
all charges of kidnaping, but which only 
rendered the excitement in Chinatown more 
intense when it became known to them that 
under American civiliza'ion this was claimed 
as aliar to the “ rights of property” of the 
former so-called owner. 
As a matter of safety, this newly-marri:d 
couple avas kept in the city j iil for several 
days. During this time the former “ owner ” 
of the woman made matters lively, and tested 
every method, heathen end civilized, in his 
endeavor to recover “ his property.” Promi­ 
nent delegates of ¡.it c rnpany from San 
l ’rancisc > came h re, a’ d meetings of the 
clans were held and resolutions "reeoluted” 
against the ii humanity and irju?tice of 
American cirilizUi n. a ’ the white posters, 
Chinese herald, of J ■

R.-peated meet­ 
ings and declarations of this class were 
held and made, a id no cla-a of t'ie Chinese, 
even those most Americaniz’d or educated, 
seemed to be freo fro-n the belief that, 
although slavery might te unlawful here, it 
was a crime for Ah Sing to take her without 
paving for her. Pricnineqtattoraeys were o n - 
sul'M in the cit , and an effort made by her 
claimant t . obtain possession of her through 
use of a writ of habeas corpus. This was of 
course not to be considered by an American 
lawyer; but at last, and as the only apparently 
chance to get the matter in any form into 
Court, a Chinaman was found who ewore to a 
charge of incest, against them, alleging that 
th »y were brother and sister. 
A day or two 
subsequently the matter came up before Judge 
Henry, and, no one appearing to substantiate 
the charge, it was dismissed. A warrant 
was then issued to arrest the man for per­ 
jury who had sworn to the charge of incest, 
but he has not thus far been found. From 
this time on the Chinese seemed to give up 
ail hopes of gaining possession of the woman 
by legal proceedings, and issued their warn­ 
ings that Ah Sing should surely die, and it is 
confidently believed even by most of his 
friends—for he has quite a circle of Chinese 
in his favor—that he will be killed at the 
first opportunity. During the time these 
transactions were taking place Mr. Chamber­ 
lain and family were absent at Santa Cruz, 
but upon Mr. Chamberlain’s returning, Ab 
Sing wa9 restored to his domestic duties, ar.d 
for the present also has his wife with him, 
where they remain securely so long as no op­ 
portunity f«.r his assassination is offered. 
The fiat of his death, however, stands over 
him, and even the police lielieve will be exe­ 
cuted at the first time it can be done.

Mention was made yesterday morning of 
the prospecta of the exhibition in the art de­ 
partment at the Pavilion during the coming 
State Fair. Yesterday Secretary Smith le- 
ceived application from Andrew P. Hill, the 
well known artist upon thi3 coast, f ir space 
to exhibit nine large paintings, some of which 
m-e from five to six feet ia hight and bstweeu 
Sght and uina feet ia length, Mr. Hill exe­ 
cuted the elegant painting of the horse 
“ Mollie McCarty,” which painting was pre­ 
sented by Theodore Winters to the State 
Board of Agriculture in 1878, and now has 
its place in the office of the Secretary. 
By 
the way, this mare, now the property of E. 
J. Baldwin, at Santa Anita Ranche, in Los 
Angeles county, is to be at this fair with her 
foal of the proi-ent season. 
Among the 
notable pieces that will attract atsntion 
ia 
the art department next week will 
be that of Scott’s new painting entitle! 
“ Dress Parade.” I t consists of a group of 
ragamuffin boys, armed with ! r ums, mops, 
etc , aud is an interesting motley crew. 
It 
was greatly admired at the Mechanics’ Fair 
which has just closed at San Francisco, and 
has been warmly commented upoa by the 
press. 
' 
A new display, which will also be of inter­ 
est, will be that of "T h e Ichi-ban,” of San 
Francisco, for which space at the Paviiion 
has been secured. 
This exhibit will consist 
of a complete line of bric-a-brac articles 
manufactured in Japan. The house naving 
charge of this display is the sole agent of the 
Chinese Government on this coast. 
There 
has been nothing of this class heretofore ex­ 
hibited at the Sir te Fairs, aud it will be an 
interesting addition in the line of art and 
curioiity. 
The department of floriculture is to have a 
new location this year, with a view to secur­ 
ing more space and better light. 
A tempo­ 
rary annex is being constructed on the east 
side of the Pavilion, and upon n level with 
the lower floor. 
The annex wid be 20 by 75

tory. The display promises to be much 
larger and of greater variety than previous 
years, aud with the additional opportunity for 
successful display with good light, will be an 
inducement to growers and lovers of choice 
plants and flowers.

Cooke probably knows more about bugs and 
insect pests which raid upon fruits and vines 
than any man on this side of the continent, 
if not this side of the world. 
He will exhibit 
them in all stages of life and evolution, and 
under glasses and microscopes, which will so 
fully reveal their habits and various forms of 
iite as to surprise even those who have given at­ 
tention to the subject, and stimulate research 
and the useful acquisition of knowledge upon 
the subject. 
Professor ITilgard, of the State University, 
has engaged fifty feet of space to exhibit the 
cereals or the State, systematically arranged 
aud labeled. Mr. Hilgard intends to make 
this a very full exhibit, and some new varie­ 
ties will be shown. 
The premium of $50 for bread-making, 
offered by President Shafter, is likely to 
prove very competitive. Information upon 
the subject has he-n called for by letters 
from all parts of the State, and the prospects 
are that the quantity of brean*, white and 
brown, made by maidens under IS years of 
age, will be very extensive, and that a large 
amount of evidence will be presented on this 
occasion declaratory of the housewifely qual­ 
ities cf the loir competitors. 
The space in the LJavilion is being rapi lly 
taken, and will be open for the reception of 
articles next Friday.

Tbe I’re.tdenl— Slornlii" Bulletin. 
E ijseron (N. J.), September 12th.—The 
1’resident pawned an unusually good night, his 
sleep being uninterrupted except occasionally 
to enable him to take nourishment. The 
suppuration from the parotid gland haa al­ 
most ceased, and the opening from which the 
pua is discharged ia rapidly healing. His 
cough ia leas and the expectoration has materi­ 
ally diminished. Hia temperature is !>S 4, 
pulse 100, and respiration IK. Signed by 
Agnew and Bliss. 
Tbe Evening Keport. 
E lbekon, September 12th—fi P. M.—The 
President has experienced since the issue of 
the morning bulletin a further amelioration 
of his symptoms. He has been able to take 
an ample amount of food without discomfort, 
and has had several refreshing naps. A t the 
noon examination hia temperature was 09.2, 
pulse 100, respiration 20. A t 5:30 P. M. hia 
temperature was 08.0, pulse 100, respiration 
18. Signed by Bliss and Agnew. 
Blaine to Lowell. 
Long B ranch, September 12th.—The fol­ 
lowing was sent by Blaine to Lowell to-day: 
“ Tue President slept well last night, and his 
condition to-day is more comfortable and 
inore favorable. During my absence for a 
short time Dr. Agnew and Dr. Hamilton 
will send you a daily report. ” 
Second Dispatch to Minister Lowell. 
E lberon, September 12th—10 p. si.—Mac- 
Veagh has sent the following to Low ell: “ In 
the absence of Blaine the attending physi­ 
cians have requested me to inform you of the 
President’s condition, lie has during the day 
eaten sufficient food with a relish, and en­ 
joyed at iutervals refreshing Bleep. 
His 
wound and the incisions made by the sur­ 
geons look better. The parotid gland has 
ceased suppuration, and may be considered 
substantially well. Ha has exhibited more 
than his usual cheerfulness of spirits. His 
temperature and respiration are now normal, 
and the pulse is less frequent and firmer than 
at same hour last evening. Notwithstanding 
these favorable symptoms, the condition of 
the lower part of the right lung will continue 
to be a source of anxiety for some days to 
come.” The Day nl Lens Branch. 
Long B ranch, September 12th.—To day 
has been favorable throughout, according to 
the attending surgeons, and the President is 
pronounced again on the road to recovery. 
Much surprise and comment is occasioned by 
the sudden fluctuations of the patient, but 
the surgeons insist that this is to be expected. 
If the weather affects him in any degree, 
this has certainly been r. good day, as the air 
has been pure and comparatively dry. Ac­ 
cording to the statements of the attending 
surgeons, his pulse dropped from 110 at noon 
to 100 at the evening dressing, and the tem­ 
perature from 09 2 at noon to 98.6 in the 
evening, showing that there was compara­ 
tively no fever at 6 this evening. The Cabi­ 
net early received assurances that there was 
no immediate danger, and that the threat­ 
ened reíanse has apparently passed away, 
and with the exception of Attorney-General 
MacVeagh and Secretary Kirkwood—the 
former remaining here and the latter being 
in Washington—left at different hours for 
New York, whence they go direct to the 
W hite Mountains for a few days’ recreation. 
Bliss said this was one of hia good days ; that 
the President was decidedly better, and that 
he had expressed himself as feeling improved 
on several occasions. The doctor is very 
positive in his statement to-n'ght that all 
fears of the formation of a pus cavity on the 
right lung have passed away, and that 
he has reason to believe the cause of the 
dullness indicated in the lower portion of 
that organ is under control. A t least, he 
said, it is no worse, and I thiuk it better to­ 
night. If there was the formation of an ab­ 
aces*, the doctor maintained, it would neces­ 
sarily cause the temperature to rise, whereas 
it has fallen. The doctor said Dr. Agnew is 
perfectly in accord with him in entertaining 
that opinion. W hen asked to what he at­ 
tributed the symptoms manifested by the 
lung iu the daily soundings, the doctor took 
the same ground as he did last night, holding 
that it was caused by the wound or track of 
the bullet; that it was limited to lobular in­ 
flammation, and that it would be overcome 
by t ie President's vitality. He was very 
emphatic in bin remarks to-night that there 
were no indications of an abscess, and it is 
believed now that the lung atfection had not 
assumed any greater proportions since lie 
came here. It had been noticed more than 
three weeks ago. Referring to the glandular 
complications, the doctor said: “ That is 
practically well. There is still a very small 
opening in tbe list incision, but it is getting 
along very satisfactorily, and the swelling has 
tntirely subsided. The cough ia improved.” 
The Soldier who Shot at Kultcan. 
W ashington, September 12th.—Sergeant 
M uon, who shot at Gniteau, L t-till im­ 
prisoned. Some doubt exists as to jurisdic­ 
tion. It is not believed that lie was drunk 
or wild from drugs. Although uo plot fur 
killing Guiteau has been discovered among 
the guards, it is known that they are deeply 
hostile towards him. The officers believe 
Gniteau lied aud was uot at the cell window, 
but was reclining when tired at. Guiteau 
exhibited an agony of fear for some time 
after the ^hooting. 11c has been removed to 
another cell. (SECOND DISPATCH.1 
W ashington, September 12ih.—No official 
notice of Sergeant Mason’s offense has yet 
reached the War Department. It is stated 
th e re that Mason will bo promptly surren­ 
dered if there is a demand made for him by 
tbe civil authorities. Thus all complications 
will be avoided. If such a demand is not 
made. Mason will be tried by court-martial. 
Army officers generally express a feeling of 
mortification at this attempt on Guiteau’s 
life, as reflecting on the discipline and good 
name of the service. 
[THIRD DISPATCH.] 
W ashington, September 12th.—Jonathan 
G. Bigelow, Sergeant Mason's lawyer, called 
upon the District Attorney this afternoon 
and asked him to claim the prisoner from the 
military authorities. It was Mason’s wish to 
be tried in a civil Court. Colonel Cork- 
hill 
declined to 
do this at present, 
and 
the 
lawyer expressed 
an inten­ 
tion to awear out tho warrant himself 
for Mason's arrest. Bigelow says that in his 
opinion Mason is insane on the subject. He 
further states that when the newi of 
Guiteau’s crime tirst reached Mason he was 
in the service in Texas, and expressed an iu- 
teutiori of killing Gniteau. Mason is said to 
be of the famous family of Mason-SlidelL 
He served creditably in the late war. If the 
matter is taken up by tbe civil authorities 
the tirst proceeding- wiil be before the 1‘olice 
Court under a charge, of assault and b rttery 
with intent to kill. The extrema jienalty for 
the offense is eight years’ imprisonment to 
hard labor. In the event of a conviction by 
a civil tribunal Mason will be promptly dis­ 
missed from the army. 
A New " Trnlhfnl Jeenu."—4.ullcau’s Dif­ 
ferent Stories. 
W ashington, September 12th.—Guiteau 
has toid ten different stories about his posi­ 
tion when Sergeant Mason tired into his cell 
last night. A t tirst, and when under excite­ 
ment, he says he was lying on a bed when the 
shot was Bred. Subsequently he said he was 
standing at the window, but it is believed 
that his tirst statement is true, ard that he 
concocted the second with the idea that it 
could give him more notoriety if he mado it 
appear that he hid a very narrow escajie. 
This is not the first time that Guiteau has 
given reason since he was first imprisoned to 
believe that he does not aiways tell the truth. 
H is account of the shooting as now given to 
W arden Crocker is as Í 'Hows ; “ 11 was a close 
call," and walking to the window he pointed 
to a hole in ‘he outer glass, saying, “ You 
see that? W ell, 1 saw tho wagon when 
they came out. 
It was raining then. 
Hud I 
w u loakiag at tho soldiers 
getting out of the vehicle. L had my arms in 
this pcition [putting one aim over the other 
cuar the elbow, and resting them on the first 
bar of the cell], mid resting my ciiin on them, 
wnen I saw the flash conic from that corner 
[indiciting the south corner of the west wing], 
and the next thing wa- a ball crasliiag and 
pa-stag over here [pointing over his shoulder]. 
.See acre. The ball came in tight here [p..iu.- 
ing to a spot on the wall]. It was a power­ 
ful phot, for after it glanced it went right 
through my coat, witch was hanging on this 
nail. Sea what it done. It spoiled this pict­ 
ure [pulling out out» of the photographs 


taken of him, in which the left breast is com­ 
pletely torn out], I had some other things, 
a toothpick among th'em, which it did not 
touch. 1 want to keep the picture as a me­ 
mento.” 
General Crocker said, “ There was a good 
aim at the heart of the picture.” 
“ Yes; but I would rather have it there 
than in me,” and he added, “ I don t know 
who did it.”

A guard remarked, “ It looks like it was 
an accident.” 
Guiteau mado no reply, but evidently did 
not take any stock in the suggestion. 
Sergeant Mason is said by officers of the 
battery to be the beat shot in the company. 
He says he had observed that every evening 
when the guard arrived Guiteau took the 
same position at the ceil under the window. 
For weeks Mason noticed this, and he made 
up his mind that a bullet aimed at that spot 
any evening just after the guard arrived 
would hit Guiteau. From one view he could 
see Guiteau through a window opening in a 
line with Guiteau's window. But he could 
not fire a direct shot from that position. He 
had to go around the yard and get a position 
from another place, in order to command the 
range of Guitaau’s cell window. Mason did 
not stop at his usual place of observation to 
see if Guiteau was at the window, but as he 
had never failed to be there when the guard 
arrived, Mason took it for granted that the 
prisoner was at the window, so he hurried od 
to a point where he conld get the range of 
the window, and fired, without attempting to 
make it certain that Guiteau was in raDge.

W ashington, September 12th.—The hear­ 
ing in the Christiancy divorce suit was 
resumed this afternoon.

Dr. Ralph Walsh, one of 
her family physicians, was called, for the 
purpose of proving acte of cruelty. Counsel 
for the ex-Senator ohjecttd, as the wife con­ 
doned the acts by living with her husband 
afterwards. The Chancery Court will be 
asked for a decision, and in the meantime the 
examination will be suspended. 
The Missouri Train Robbers.| 
St. Louis, September 12th.—The Post- 
Dispatch'.i Kansas City special says: No 
more robbers have been captured. The of­ 
ficers were aided much by young Chapman, 
who is now certainly known to have made a 
full confession. More arrests are expected 
to-day. It is rumored that a large quantity 
of plunder taken from the passengers was 
found in a cave four miles from the scene of 
the robbery, in an unfrequented part of the 
country. The special says that a suspicious- 
looking and heavily-armed stranger, riding a 
fine but much-jaded horse, was arrested in 
Nevada, Vernon county, and is evidently one 
of the robbers. 
Bullion Tiiier Uaplured. 
N ew Y ork, September 12th.—John F. 
Bateman, aged 2ti, a clerk in the employ of 
Taylor & Bruton, bank and bullion mer­ 
chants at Leadville, robbed his employers of 
silver bullion to the amount of 813,000 in the 
beginning of this month, and fled to this 
city. He carried bullion valued at §10,000, 
and his wife had preceded him with §3,000 
worth. The Leadville police advised In­ 
spector Byrnes about the matter, and it was 
ascertained that a lady styling herself Mrs. 
Bateman, of Clifton, Staten Island, had de­ 
posited silver to the amount of §1,300 at the 
Assay Office, to be assayed and stamped. 
The officers secured the property, found Mrs. 
Bateman’s house iu Clitton, watched it, and 
last night arrested Bateman himself. His 
wife was not found.
